IN SCALES OF WAR

President Likely to Maké
Flat Declaration or Main-
tain Neutrality

Argentina still hesitutes between war and
neutrality today, while proaf plles up that
the general sirike throughout tha nation
win being actively fostered and alded by
German agents.

Meanwhile, the Goverhiment today was
ofMicially Informed that the German consul
Al Santa Fe was actively encouraging
wtrikers In Argentina. There wan no change
in the strike situation early today., The
Government hay summoned the sntire stand-
ing army in all barracks, preparatory to
taking over operation of the railronds, nBw
ecompletely halted by the strike. A nation-
wids declaration of martial law was momen.
tarily expeoted. Pending this drastio step,
the Governtment's offorts are belng contered
on arbitration. The Chamber of Deputies
voted for compuisory governmental medin-
tlon of the dispute, Emplovera in the In-
dustries paralyzed by the strike have an-
nounced thelr acceptance of such arbitra-
tion, but the mtrikers themselves are aflll
standing nloof from i, and this despite the
fact that the Federation of Labor has ap-
proved it

In Romario the strike has alrendy become
general, Including, Ins addition te ruilroad
employes, the bButchers, bakers and others.
Packing-houss employes and stevedores nre
on the verge of joining
